Tt is lamentably true that not only are 
the front gardens of most suburban 
houses, like that of the Rev. James Mavor 
Morell in Shaw’s play, “ Candida,”’ “ un- 
trodden by the foot of man save as to the 
path ” (as the author describes it in his 
preface), but also unregarded by the eye 
of man in his progress to or from his 
door. Accordingly, I experienced a cer- 
tain feeling of superiority over my fellows 
the other morning when I noticed that 
beside the path a crocus had pushed up 
its little head as if it had a ridiculous 
desire to spear the heavens or as a baby 
puts up its hand towards its mother’s 
face. This little flower was so named by 
the ancients for its colour, crocus being 
Latin for saffron, a substance of extra- 


ordinarily rich hue, which they used as a 


spice, in medicine and in the preparation 
of perfumes. The substance ‘seems to 
have been much used in ancient Ireland 
as a dye, for we often read of saffron- 
coloured kilts as having been worn cen- 
turies ago. The word “ saffron’’ has 
always appealed to me as a particularly 
gorgeous one, I suppose by association 
with the colour, which is a peculiarly 
vivid one.

Industries, Ltd., had before them at their 
meeting on Friday last a report dealing with 
the continued penetration of foreign influence 
into the industrial life of Saorstat Eireann. 
Even where a majority of the directors of 
the board of a company are Saorstat. 
nationals, it frequently happens that they 
have very little, if any, ie a knowledge 
of the production of the goods ptoposed to 
be manufactured, and thus the whole technical 
knowledge and consequent. technical control 
and direction of the factory lies in the hands 
of the foreign directors. Te is a delusion to 
say that the voting shareholders éan control 
the directorate of such a public company; 
arrangements can be made inside the Com- 
panies Acts whereby those foreign directors 
can be immune from the control of the voting 
shareholders, and, therefore, the condition 
contained in the Control of Manufactures 
Act, 1934, that two-thirds of the shareholders 
must be Free State nationals is of no value 
as a safeguard that the actual control of 
the company will remain in national hands.

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From Our Cinema CorRESPONDENT. 
F late I seem to have noticed a new 
tendency in British pictures; and, 
if that tendency is maintained, it cannot 
do the cross-Channel industry any par- 
ticular good. The one thing that stood to 
the credit of British pictures until lately, 
and gave them an immense advantage over 
American films, was the comparative 
pleasantness of the actors’ voices. Instead 
of strident American tones, the British 
studios took care to fill their films with 
those soft, clear, controlled, distinguished 
if. not distinctive, accents which are the 
measure of decent English in every 
country. They were voices of the kind 
that you could not trace to any particular 
art of England, or to Ireland, or Scot- 
and, or anywhere else. They were just. 
good voices, the kind of voices in which 
the best acting is done; and they were 
refreshing. 

The last year or two, however, seems 
to me to have made a sorry difference. 
English films show sign of becoming as 
raucously English in tone as American 
films are American. I do, not know the 
reason. It may be that the English film 
industry has become more nationally- 
minded; that it has looked at the 
monstrous success of the American in- 
dustry, and has said to itself: ' If the 
Americans have done so well with their 
offensively American voices, let us try the 
efiect of blatantly English accents.’’ I can 
assign no better reason—except, possibly, 
the gradual sapping of the best English 
talent by Hollywood—for the cruel dis- 
cords, the perverted vowels, the ‘‘Ow, Ay 
sye’s’’ and the “ Not rerly’s’’ that have 


assailed my ears in many English films for 
some time past. 


OUBTLESS, these noises do not offend 

the English themselves, any more 
than the American patois offends the 
Americans, and much of my annoyance 
may be due to possession of a super-sensi- 
tive ear. But films are not made for 
circulation in only one country. Holly- 
wood gains lots of its revenue from the 
exhibition of its films in England, and in 
Ireland, and in the British Dominions 
beyond the seas, not to mention tke 
various countries to which those films go, 
bedecked with interpretative captions. 
And, if foreign sales matter to Hollywood, 
which already has a monstrous market in 
the United States, how much more must 
they matter to the British industry. This 
new English tendency is _ particularly 
regrettable, because for a long time past 
the American directors have been taking 
pains to get decent voices, of the type 
which were associated with the English 
stage, for their films. The fact is that 
to-day the best American films speak in 
vastly pleasanter tones than the average 
English film. And anyone who doubts it 


can repair for a lesson to either the 
Capitol or the Metropole, at each of which 
he will find, as a ‘* supporting feature,’’ 
an English film which is unexceptionable 
except in regard to the noise it makes. 
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Song and Spectacle 


ONE of this week's shows in Dublin 
stands out above the others, There 

is no especially good film, and in like 
manner there is no noticeably bad one. 
The fare is as diverse in character as it 
is uniform in quality, and the only choice 
depends on the consuiser's taste.. There 
are musical shows at three houses. ‘‘ Red- 
heads on Parade,’’ at the Metropole, is 
built on-a delightfully ridiculous idea. 
The director of a film, having lost his 
financial backing, embarks on a new film, 
whuse main feature will be a huge chorus 
of red-headed girls, and thus enlists the 
support of the chief manufacturer of red 
hair-dyes. There are, of course, complica- 
tion, including the rivalry of the chief 
manufacturer of platinum-blonde hair- 
dyes; but all winds yP successfully with a 
spectacular show. ‘* Coronado,’”’ at the 
Stephen’s Green, similarly entertaining, 
seems to be based on the Fred Astaire and 
Ginger Rogers tradition; it looks, indeed. 
as if the producers were seeking to outdo 
or succeed th combination. Johnny 
Downs does not dance as well as Fred 
Astaire, or make a fool of himself with 
such grace, but he both sings and looks 


a great deal better; Betty Burgess is un- 


likely to take Ginger Rogers’s place in 
regard to appearance, dancing or verve. 
“* Coronado ' has many amusing moment, 
and like '“ Redheads on Parade,” ends up 
with a spectacular flourish of song and 
saxophone. Both are as good as the next. 
in their genre, and can be seen with 
pleasure. 

The same applies to the third musical 
show, . Radio Parade of 1955,” at the 
Grand Central. This, for the product 
of a. British studio, is unusually elaborate, 
introduces a multitude of variety 
** stars’? whom everyone has heard over 
the microphone, and, by way of a change, 
ends up with a sequence in colour. The 
underlying theme—that of a State broad- 
casting system with no imagination, into 
which the young ‘“‘ Complaints Manager ”’ 
is permitted to infuse his ideas of initia- 
tive—is really quite funny, 
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Slapstick prevails at the Royal, with 
the very amusing Max Miller as principal 
agent. He is an exceedingly amusin 
figure, and one of the few Britis 
comedians who can play the Americans at 
their own particular game. I failed to 
see the whole of “ Get Off My Foot,” but 
gathered from what I did see that its 
theme is the difficult ascent of a social 
climber—being Max Miller.

‘The 
ast ten minutes of this film are a positive 
orgy of gun bangs, with Cagney's beady 
eyes peering from one corner to another 
between them. The film follows the usual 
lines, but is a good one of its kind. 

“ Without t,” at the Capitol, has 
an honest plot of a kind which seemed to 
have become éxtinct. Its theme is the 
unexpected reappearance of an adventurer 
who fad been presumed dead, but now 
turns up to the confusion of his former 
wife, he has since married a fashion- 
able London doctor. There is also 
a blackmailer, and the film finishes 
with one of those excellent efforts of 
renunciation which were once a stock-in- 
trade of the stage. This is an enjoyable 
film, eminently suitable to those who like 
crime stories.

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THERMAL ELECTRIC 
STATIONS 
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UNDERGROUND STEAM 
MAINS 
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Speaking on the subject of ‘ Thermal 
Electric Stations’? to the members of the 
Engineering and Scientific Association of 
Ireland in Dublin last night, Mr. Henry 
Ayton, A.M.I.Mech.E., President of the 
Belfast Association of Engineers, said that 
while the principle had been adopted to a 
very large extent by industrial concerns, 
very little use had been made of it for 
electric stations. 

On the Continent and in Canada and 
America there was an ever-increasing num- 
ber of central stations, the case for which 
was, briefly, that the steam, after passing 
through the turbines in the production of 
electricity, instead of being wasted, would 
be conveyed, in underground mains and sup- 
plied to customers for heating and procegs 
work. 

In such a station the overall thermal 
efficiency would be 60 per cent. or more, 
as that proportion of the total heat in the 
steam would be usefully used. If 1,000 lb. 
of steam were used to produce electricity in 
a condensing station, the net revenue would 
be 3s. if the electricity was sold at 
0.4d. per k.w. hom. The same quantity 
of steam usea in a thermal station would 
produce a revenue of 5s. 3d., made up of 
ós. 11d. for steam and ls. 4d. for elec- 
tricity, steam being priced at 4s, 2d. per 
1,000 Ib., and electricity at 0.4d. per k.w. 
hour. 

There were over 150 cities in America that 
had lead underground steam mains similar 
to gas and water mains, with steam on tap. 
In New York there were 65 miles of steam 
mains, and at peak loads seven million lb. 
of steam were used hourly. 

The revenue received from steam, which, 
on an average amounted to 50 per cent. of 
the total revenue of steam oat electricity, 
enabled them to give a low price for both 
commodities. 

In Dublin, Mr. Ayton said, such a system 
would attract the support of industry 
centred around districts near the Pigeon 
House Station, where cheap power and steam 
would be available, and the cost of installa- 
tion would be ligible. The use of such 
steam in Hospitals, and in the heating of 
large city buildings, would be a feature of 
the system. Of course, conditions in Dublin 
were entirely different from those existing 
in this respect in the great textile areas 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
where a large volume of bleaching work, 
laundries, etc., required considerable quan- 
tities of steam.

ENGINEERING SOCIETY

gineering Society was held last Friday, 
Professor Purser, M.A. B,A.I., presided.

Latham, who had collected a very fine set 
of slides, described the construction of the 
Alexander Quay, recently carried out by the 
Port and Docks Board. He showed how 
the quay was made up of caissons, built on 
shore of reinforced concrete, launched, and 
sunk in position. These were then filled in 
with concrete and clay filling, making a very

PAPER AT DUBLIN 
ROTARY CLUB 
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HE value of advertising in the Press and 
T the fact that, though most of the new 
Free State factories have attended very 
well to the manufacturing side, they have 
not yet given sufficient attention to the 
selling and marketing of their goods, was 
emphasised in a talk on “ The Proprietary 
Article,” given by Mr. A. W. P. Mulligan, 
Director of Messrs. J. Lyons and Co. (I.F.S8.) 
Lid., before the Dublin Rotary Club in the 
Metropole Restaurant, yesterday. 

“ All I hope to accomplish is” said Mr. 
Mulligan, “to convince you that the firm 
manufacturing and selling a proprietary 
article, is on sounder lines than the firm that 
is not. That the proprietary article benefits 
the retailer, that the public are protected 
when they buy a known proprietary article, 
and that the manufacturer is building up a 
special and invulnerable type of bufiness. 

‘Giving a name to the article protects 
the manufacturer, There may be six 
factories in Ireland turning out a similar 
article. About all the public knows is that 
they are Irish made. Perhaps one of these 
factories turns out a cheap, inferior article, 
and so every article rates out by this one 
firm may damage the other five firms—it is 
not fair, but the remedy lies in their own 
hands, by giving their product a distinctive 
name. The public then know, and ask for 
the good article by name. 


SELF-PROTECTION 


“Why is it that all these new firms in the 
Irish Free State are so slow in protecting 
themselves? Is it because they think they 
must have a large capital, and spend a huge 
sum in advertising in launching a proprietary 


article? Many of the leading pro nt 
4 in Seaton ; 


articles, both in the U.S.A. an 
started in a very small way, and with very 
little capital—but they all advertised. 

“ A start should be made now, otherwise 
slowly. but surely a number of the old 
proprietary articles that were off the Irish 


market for a time will come back strong—. 


they will soon re-establish themselves by a 
vigorous advertising campaign. It will then 
be more difficult for these new Irish firms to 
compete. Every proprietary article must be 
advertised. That is axiomatic. Do these new 
firms think they cannot afford to advertise? 


I would say, from experience, they cannot 
afford not to advertise.

A 1eceived, and exonerating river 
from blame, was returned at the inquest 
which was held in the Meath Hospital 
Dublin, on Daniel Dunne (61), commerci 
traveller, St, Michael's, Rosemount, Dun- 
dium, who was killed by a motor omnibus, 
diiven by Joseph Corbet, Kingston Cottage, 
Sandford, last Friday 

Loughlin Doyle, conductor of a "bus no! 
involved in the accident, stated that Daniel 
lkunne boarded his “bus at Westland row. 
He had to be helped into the 'bus by a friend, 
and appeared to have had some drink taken. 
Not being able to find his »ourse, the man 
asked witness what he owed the conductor, 
who told him to pay it in the office as soon 
as possible. Witness helped the man from 
his seat, and he got off the "bus. 

John Langan, Bellevue, Dundrum, said 
that at Windy Arbour he was walking 
towards Dundrum when he saw a man who 
looked somewhat feeble going in the same 
direction, and suddenly turning back. The 
man then toppled in front of the "bus, which 
had just started) As the front wheel was 
passing over the man’s body witness caught 
1s leg and tried to pull him out, The rear 
wheel passed over the man’s body while wit- 
ness was trying to pull the man away. The 
‘bus was not travelling at more than three 


miles per hour, and the usual side lights 
were on. 

A Juror—l would say that the driver was 
noi looking where he was going. 

Michael Duffy, Windy Arbour, said that 
he saw the man stepping off the path 
before the front wheel of the bus 
struck him. The “bus travelled about ten 
vards after striking the man. Witness 


shouted at the driver, who then stopped, and, 
when told he had knocked down a man, said 
that he thought he had gone over a stone. 
[here was uo swerve of the “bus, 

Corroborative evidence was given by James 
Leonard, who said that the man was in a 
stooping position when walking. 


THE BRAKES 
Bernard. Carroll, of the Carriage 
said that he examined the "bus and 
found that the footbrake was in good work- 
ing order, registering thirty-five. per cent. 
efiiciency. The handbrake was weak, 
registering twelve per cent. efficiency. 

To Dr. MacErlean. the Coroner, witness 
said that a normal rate of efficiency was 
forty-five to fifty per cent. A handbrake 
with only twelve per cent. efficiency was 
almost usel ss. 

Dr. Eva Doran stated that the man was 
dead on admission to the hospital, She said 
that, in ‘her opinion, death was due to shock 
and hemorrhage. 

‘Lhe Coroner said that, while there was a 
responsibility on motor and ‘bus drivers to 
exercise’ caution, there was also a responsi- 
bility on pedestrians to look up and down 
the road before stepping off the footway. In 
his opinion, the pedestrian in this case gave 
the ‘bus driver no option. 

The jurv retired, and after about ten 
minutes’ absence returned a veniict as stated.

FORMER POLICE OFFICER 
BOUND OVER 


Anthony Hall, a former Shropshire police 
officer, who has been conducting a campaign 
in support of his claim that he is entitled to 
the British Throne, was bound over for 
twelve months at Hereford Police Court, 
yesterday, in the sum of £20 for assaulting a 
police officer. 

A further charge of conduct likely to lead 
to a breach of the peace was taken into con- 
sideration, and a third charge, of causing 
obstruction, was dismissed. 

When the magistrate’s clerk asked Hall 
his name he rephed: ‘‘I am Anthony Tudor 
King of England X., in direct male descent 
from His Majesty King Henry the Eighth 
and Queen Anne Boleyn.” 

Inspector Bromage said that Hal] had 
advertised that he would address a meeting 
in St. Peter’s square, Hereford, on Saturday 
night, and, when told that he could not do so, 
shouted: '' By whose authority? I know no 
law. I defy you.” 

Giving evidence, Hall alleged that he was 
frog-marched to the police station, and, 
further, that he was “ most violently and 
brutally assaulted. ’ 

“HH I had had my father’s revolver,’ he 
added, “I would have done more than shout. 
I would have shot him dead, and any other 
policeman.” 

Hall denied the assault, and said that he 
caused no obstruction.

WICKLOW, Monday. 

When Mrs. Ryan, Mrs. McCullagh and 
Mrs. MacWhinney attended at Rathdrum and 
addressed a meeting last night to establish 
a branch of the Women’s Irish Development 
Association, the Rector, the Rev. Canon 
Webb, M.A., who presided, said that the 
Government had committed the country to a 
policy of industrial expansion. Failure of 
an [rish industry would entail loss of capital, 
loss of employment, with consequent suffering 
for the community: Success would mean 
the sclving of the unemployment problem, 
and savings as a result to the rates, relief 
works, taxation and doles, etc. It would 
also mean a reduction in taxation.

ings and increased prices, but the Govern- 
ment would have lessened them at least by 
the development, of their own native indus- 
tries, and the necessaries of life would not 
become so scarce and dear.

R. JUSTICE SINGLETON ruled at, 
Mi Manchester Assizes yesterday that 
certain questions put to Dr. Buck 
Ruxton after he had been at Lancaster Police 
Station all night should not be given in 
evidence.

The Judge—Officers have said that the 
prisoner was not then under arrest.

Mr. Vann said that he charged Ds. Ruxton 
at 7.20 a.m. with the murder of Mrs. Ruxton. 
Dr. Ruxton replied ‘‘ No, certainly not.”

HOWTH'S DEBT FOR

MONEY NEEDED FOR 
DEVELOPMENT

The Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
sat yesterday at the Four Courts, Dublin, 
Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, Chairman, presiding. 
The other members present were Messrs. 
Courtney and Baker. 

Mr. James Moore, ‘town Clerk, Howth, re- 
plying to: Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., said that 
after protracted negotiations Howth was sup- 
plied by the Corporation of Dublin with water. 
On the question of Howth’s indebtedness in 
respect of water supply, he said that an 
undertaking given to pay off the debt had not 
been carried out, but he had informed the 
Corporation Law Agent that portion of this 
debt would be paid at the end of the present 
month. The liability was about £2,162. 
Howth rates had not been increased for the 
current year in order to discharge that 
liability 

Mr. V. Rice—Are you satisfied that Howth 
can be an economic unit for administrative 
purposes? 

Mr. Moore—I am afraid I am not. 

Mr. F. W. Higginbotham, Howth Borough 
Surveyor, examined by Mr. M. Walker, 
counsel for Howth Council, said that of the 
2.948 acres comprising the township two- 
thirds were uneconomic for development pur- 
poses. The Howth demesne comprised 572 
acres and was a great attraction to visitors. 
The eastern portion of Howth was another 
summer attraction, and was likely to remain 
so, as the cost of development would be too 
great. Howth residents were mainly city 
workers, who occupied good-class houses. 

Shop-keepers, and others of that class, would 
like to see a development of tourist traffic, 
but that was against the policy of the older 
residents. 

The witness said that the Shannon scheme 
lighting was in operation and that the main 
roads were satisfactorily lighted. £97,000 had 
been expended on sewerage works. 

Replying to the Chairman, the witness said 
that Howth had reached the limit of borrow. 
ing money for more capital expenditure for 
sewerage which would be necessary if Howth 
were to he ceveloped. 

The witness said that vachts freqnently 
used Howth Harbour, and the Royal Iris dis- 
charged passengers there. Coal, cement, tiles 
and general cargo were discharged in the 
harbour, and there was a fishing fleet there 
when the fishing was good, but for some time 
there had not been, in quality or quantity, 
fishing of any account.

Andrew William Gray, of 46 Holmpatrick, 
Skerries, an ompibus difver, employed by the 
Great Northern Railway * Company, was 
charged with the manslaughter at Kathleen 
Markey (21), of Killester, by knocking her 
down with a "bus on July 17 last at the 
junction of Howth road and Killester lane. 

Senator P. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. M. F. 
O'Donnell (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted; and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
C., and Mr. J. P. Marnane (instructed by 
Mr. Joseph Gleeson) defended. 
Evidence in regard to the width of the 
road where the accideat occurred ha ving been 
given by Guard Skate, the dead girl's father. 
Peter Markey, a Corporation workman, said 
that his daughter had been engaged as a 
machinist and cycled into work every 
morning. She left home about 8.5 on the 
morning of the acid :nt. 

Thomas Smith, Killester, said that on July 
17 he was cycling imo Dublin with Miss 
Markey, and when they arrived at the june. 
tion of Killester Jane and Howth road they 
saw an omnibus. He passed behind the ‘bus, 
which pulled up, while Miss Markey went 
round in front. When he was passing out 
behind the 'bus he saw a (Great Northern 
Railway ‘bus, which was travelling at about 
55 miles per hour. He saw Miss Markey 
come out from in front of the stationary ‘bus, 
and he shouted to her. She was struck by 
the Great Northern Railway ‘bus, and was 
dragged along the road for a few yards. 

John Mehigan, a Dublin United Tramways 
Company omnibus driver, said that he saw 
Kathleen Markey turn the handlebar of her 
bicycle, and soon after he saw her lying on 
the ground. He heard no horn sounded, but 
he heard the tearing of tyres on the roadway. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, the witness 
said that the girl had fallen before she had 
been hit. 

Qn the application of Mr. Lavery, the 
Judge directed the jury to acquit the pri- 
soner, as there was no evidence of criminal 
negligence. 

Gray accordingly was acquitted and dis- 
charged. 


CHARGE OF RECEIVING 
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FACTORY OWNER FOUND 


NOT GUILTY - 


John Robinson, of Cabra Park, Dublin, 
mattress manufacturer, was charged with 
receiving unlawfully five bags of bolts and 
nuts used in the mattress trade, value 
£6 5s., the property of Messrs. Kinkeads, 
Foley street, ublin, mattress manufac- 
turers, 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and The 
O'Rahilly (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
eiter) prosecuted; and Mr. P. J. Roe, K.C., 
and Mr. Sean Cooper (instructed by Mr. 
Liam Trant McCarthy) defended. 

Sergeant Byrne said that he interviewed 
Robinson at his factory at Lower Mercer 
street, where he also found several bags of 
bolta. When asked to account for the bolts 
Robinson said: “Il got them this morning 
from MI. Dolan.” When charged with re- 
ceiving the bolts the accused man said; ‘‘ Jt 
is all right; you are correct there.” 
MI. Dolan gave evidence that he had pleaded 
‘* guilty ” to the larceny of the bolts, which 
he had left in Robinson’s premises during 
the accused man’s absence 

In evidence the accused man said that the 
net profits from his mattress factory at 22-25 
Lower Mercer street were well over £1,000 
a year. On December 27 last he ordered 
holta from England. In the meantime he 
was rather short of them, and asked Kin- 
kead’s manager for the loan of some. The 
latter replied that he had none to spare. 
Subsequently MI. Dolan, an employé of 
Kinkead’s, came into - premises, and when 
witness mentioned about the shortage of 
bolts Dolan said that they had 169 bags of 
them in stock. He asked Dolan to get the 
loan of a bag of bolts until his own were 
delivered, and Dolan said that he would do 
his best. When he found that Dolan had 
not furnished an invoice—yet had delivered 
five bags of bolts—he stopped his workmen 
from using the bolts. He realised that 
he had been foolish to give Dolan a verbal 
order. He had told Guard Creaven that 
he did not know the bolts had been stolen. 
He had told Sergeant Byrne that the charge 
was correct becausa previously he had been 
told by Guard Creaven that the bolts had 
been stolen. 

Mr. Oscar Traynor, T.D., giving evidence 
of character, said that the accused man had 
taken part in the 1916 rising and was in the 
national movement. He regarded him as a 
most honest and straightforward man, and 
he was an ideal trader. 

George Herbert said that he had heard 
Robinson ask Dolan tu try to get Messrs. 
Kinkead’s manager to get him some bolts, as 
his supplies were short. 

After a short retirement the jury found 
the defendant ‘‘ not guilty’’ and he was dis- 
charged.

TRIBUTES TO WORK IN 
BELFAST 


xI——— 


The annual meeting oí the Trinity College 
Mission in Belast was held in the Divinity 
Schovi, Trinity College, yesterday, the Bishop 
of Meath, D.D., in the chair. 

The bishop at the outset paid a tribute 
to the memory of the late President and 
Chairman, Dr. Newport White, and asked the 
meeting to stand in silence in token of their 
respect. He then spoke of the duty laid on 
all ‘Trinity men and women to give unstinted 
service to the mission. Members of Dublin 
University, he said, possessed great privileges 
which they were bound to share with their 
less fortunate friends in the North, In this 
way they maintained a vital link between 
North and South. They could fulfil all the 
more this noble function, seeing that next 
to the Church of Ireland the University was 
the most national institution in the country. 
(Applause.) 

The Hon. Secretary (the Rev. R. R. Hart- 
ford, M.A.) read the annual report of the 
General Committee, and the Hon. Treasurer 


ithe Rev. R. M. Gwynn, B.D.) read the 
[reasurer's report. Although the financial 
position of the mission was comparatively 


fair, yet more subscribers were necessary if 
the present high level of efficiency was to be 
maintained. 

In moving the adoption of the reports, the 
Head of the Mission ithe Rev. P. A. G. 


Shepnard, B.A.), gave an interesting survey 


of the mission's activities. He de 
scribed the general conditions prevailing 
in the mission district, with special re- 
ference to the improvement in employment, 
and went on to say that the Church's 


problem in industrial districts was not so 
much how to relieve distress as how to 
present the Gospel appeal to those who were 
emerging from the evils consequent on 
poverty and want, He knew from his 
experience that improvement in social con- 
ditions did not always mean increased loyalty 
to the Church. He, therefore, appealed to 
Divinity students to visit the mission, and so 
strengthen its witness for Christ in Belfast. 

The Rev. J F. L. Oulton, D.D., Regius 
Professor of Divinity, who seconded the 
adoption of the report, spoke of the loval 
and unstinted services which were rendered 
to the mission by the Jate Dr. Newport 
White. He went on to say that the vitality 
of the Church could only be maintained by 
supporting such institutions as the Trinity 
College, Dublin. Mission. ‘The permanence 
of the Church depended on its spirit of self- 
sacrifice. The history of Ireland had been 
so tragic that people were inclined to be 
eynical, We must fight against such 
cynicism in the spirit of loving self-sacrifice, 
such as was displayed in the Trinity College 
Mission in Belfast:

Good from Evil 


Mr. Anthony Eden’s speech in the House 
of Commons yesterday was a statesmanlike 
utterance. Speaking on the eve of 
to-day’s meeting of Locarno representatives 
in Paris, and some days before Friday’s 
gathering of the League. of Nations’ 
Council in Geneva, the Foreign Secretary 
found himself in a difficult position, since 
he had no desire in any way to prejudice 
the proceedings at these two important 
assemblies. Yet, while committing His 
Majesty’s Government to no positive line 
of action, Mr. Eden made its general 
attitude perfectly clear, and neither 
Germany nor France can charge him with 
the least trace of ambiguity. When the 
German Ambassador handed Mr. Eden 
the text of Herr Hitler’s memorandum on 
Saturday morning, the Foreign Secretary 
told him there and then that he deeply 
regretted the information that had been 
conveyed to him by Herr Hoesch. When 
he had been in Berlin, said Mr. Eden, 
Herr Hitler had admitted to him that 
the Locarno Pact had been negotiated and 
signed voluntarily by the German Govern- 
ment, and had drawn a sharp c.stinction 
between that instrument and the Treaty 
of Versailles, known in Germany as the 
Diktat. Now Germany had repudiated 
the Locarno Pact; and the effect of this 
unilateral action on the British Govern- 
ment and British public opinion would be 
deplorable. Mr. Eden’s statement to the 
House of Conimons was even more explicit. 
Germany's latest move, he said, had com- 
plicated and aggravated the international 
situation. It had ‘* profoundly ,shaken 
confidence in any engagement w which 
the German Government might enter in 
the future,’’ and had struck a severe blow 
at the sanctity of treaties in general. 
Germany’s repudiation of Locarno had cut 
away one of the main foundations of the 
peace structure in Western Europe, and, 
although the Germans no longer adhered 
to the Pact, the British continued to feel 
themselves pledged to respect it. If, there- 
fore, an attack should be made either on 
France or on Belgium before Europe 
should have had a reasonable chance to 
adjust itself to the new conditions, Great 
Britain would be in honour bound to go 
to the prompt assistance of the aggrieved 
country. 

Great Britain disapproves very strongly 
of Herr Hitler’s high-handed and arro- 
gant conduct, and, if the Germans are 
sufficiently desperate to launch an attack 
on one of the Western Powers, they will 
find British troops to resist them, just as 
they found them in 1914. France and 
Belgium, therefore, may rest assured that 
Britain will be true to her obligations 
under the Locarno Pact; and, on this 
occasion, nobody in Germany will have 
the slightest excuse for doubt concerning 
the British attitude. On the other hand, 
Mr. Eden, in common with all sensible 
folk, recognises that the German démarche 
has a constructive, as well as a negative, 
aspect, and he has undertaken to examine 
Herr Hitler’s propoesls ‘‘ clear-sightedly 
and objectively.” In our opinion, those 
proposals are of the utmost importance. 
In the first place, Germany offers to 
return to the League of Nations without 
any preliminary conditions. She ex- 
presses the hope that afferwards it may

Versailles, and that some way may be 
found out of her colonial difficulties ; but 
it has been made quite clear that she will 
re-enter the League unconditionally. 
From the point of view of League prestige, 
and of the principle of collective security, 
this gesture by Herr Hitler is of the 
highest value. Again, the German Chan- 
cellor offers France and Belgium a pact of 
nonh-aggression to remain valid for twenty- 
| five years. It may be argued, of course, 
that Germany might repudiate such a 
pact at will, jast as she has repudiated 
Locarno; but she contends that the 
Locarno agreement was violated, in the 
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in the West for twenty-five years, in order 
that he may have more or less a free hand 
in the East to deal with Russia. Already 


he has made a temporary peace with 


Poland, and he now: proposes to conclude 


pacts of mnon-aggression with Czecho-| 


slovakia and Lithuania. -Presumably, he 


envisages a Soviet quarrel with Poland, a 


which would open the gates oí the wealthy 
Ukraine to the German legions, and inci- 
dentally solve the colonial problem. 
Probably an agreement with Japan would 
keep the Russians fully occupied in the 
Far East; the dream that took shape at 
Tannenberg and Brest-Litowsk would be 
realised; and another barrier would be 
created against the invasion of Western 
Europe by Communism. There is some- 
thing decidedly tempting in the offer of 
non-aggression pacts to countries such as 
Czechoslovakia and Lithuania, which have 
good reason to dread another display of 
furor Teutonicus; and the ultimate ques- 
tion that Europe must decide is whether 
it is better to allow Herr Hitler to go 
ahead with his Eastern plans—whatever 
they may happen te be—or run the risk 
of an early conflict in the West. One 
thing is sure. Germany will expand in 
one direction or the other. It is far too 
late now to talk of coercion. The German 
fighting forces probably are even stronger 
to-day than they were in 1914—certainly 
they are stronger in comparison with those 
of France ; and there is a spirit of national 
unity in the country that never existed at 
any previous time in history. Another 
world war on the model of 1914 would 
solve nothing. It would annihilate a 
large part of Europe, and even might 
bring about the final collapse of civilisa- 
tion as we know it. Germany stands erect 
in the centre of Europe with almost 
seventy million inhabitants, living, if you 
will, under a form of government that 
seems to outside peoples to be a tyranny, 
but efficient, resourceful, and defiant for 
all that. The events of the next few days 
may decide whether or not Europe is to 
be plunged once more into the dreadful 
maelstrom of human siaughter. We 
believe that the situation, bad as it is, can 
be utilised for the good of mankind; but 
recriminations and threats will be fatal. 
The need of the hour is a realistic out- 
look ; sentiment and cynicism alike must 
be cast aside, 


Adventure in the Air 


At 12.25 in the morning of Thursday, 
February 6th, a flight lieutenant of the 
Royal Air Force took off in his machine 
from Lympne Aerodrome, in Kent. At 
six o’clock in the evening of Sunday, 
February 9th, he descended at Cape Town. 
Now Flight Lieutenant “ Tommy ” Rose 
is home again in England, having accom- 
plished the even more difficult return flight 
in slower, but still in record, time. On 
Tuesday last, March 3rd, he started his 
journey from Cape Town, and yesterda; 
morping arrived at Croydon Aerodrome. 
How short-lived is an aerial record in 
these days! Three years ago Mrs. Amy 
Mollison flew from the Cape to London in 
7 days, 7 hours and 5 minutes; last year 
Flying Offiser David Llewellyn and Mrs. 
Jill Wyndham reduced the time to 6 days, 
12 hours and 17 minutes; now Flight 
Lieutenant Rose has accomplished the 
journey in 6 days, 6 hours and 57 minutes. 
In both directions he has broken the 
record for speed, and, presumably, it will 
be merely a question of a year or two 
before somebody else will have travelled 
even more rapidly between England and 
the Cape. That probability does not 
detract from the greatness of his accom- 
plishment. It is said that a skilled pilot 
feels no fear in his machine; yet to 
traverse thousands of miles of dangerous 
and inhospitable country—where a forced 
landing means almost certain death— 
must call not only for flying skill of the 
highest order, but for nerves of steel, and 
for that pioneering spirit that thinks 
nothing of danger. There are people who 
profess to contemn these fast, long- 
distance flights. What good is it, say such 
people, to exert all one’s energy, and to 
risk destruction, in order to lop a few 
hours off the time of a journey? The 
important thing, they insist, is to prove 
that the flight can be made at all, and 
that it can be made at reasonable speed, 
to point a way to the commercial aero- 
planes of the near future. Perhaps they 
are right. This business of record-breaking 
has caused the loss of precious lives, and 
its practical results, in all probability, are 
less valuable than generally is pretended. 
It is not, however, by any yardstick of 
practical utility that such achievements 
as those of Flight Lieutenant Rose and 
many other airmen are measured. Their 
value lies rather in the spiritual domain— 
in the proof which they afford of the 
permanence of man’s spirit of adventure. 
The world, save for a few rare corners, 
has been explored to the uttermost, and 
the outlets for that exploring spirit which 
animated Hanno and Magellan and Living- 
stone become daily fewer. Yet the spirit 
itself lives, and will continue to live so 
long as anything upon this earth is left 
undone. Glory is not the reward sought 
by these adventurers of to-day; for glory 
in our time is an ephemeral thing, and a 
fine achievement is forgotten well-nigh as 
soon as it is accomplished. Their reward 
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were among the others who profited, and 


the commercial result of the day’s*sun- 
shine must be calculated in millions of 
pounds. Even the staid financial columns 
of The Times bear witness to the cheerful 
effect of the sunshine and its assurance 
that winter is about to be banished at 
last. A report from New York states that 
‘“* business is reflecting the great improve- 
ment in the weather and the approach of, 
spring,” and adds the convincing, thoug! 
unromantic, comment that ‘‘ steel produc. 
tion has risen fractionally to 53.5 per cent. 
of capacity.’’ 


Earlier Holidays 


In the course of his speech at the recent 
meeting of the Great Southern Railways 
Company, Sir Walter Nugent urged that 
the Irish holiday season should begin 
earlier in the year.’ If some of their 
visitors, he said, could arrange for holli- 
days in May or June they would find the 
hotels fully staffed and equipped, the 
surrounding scenery enhanced by the 
freshness of spring, an abundance of sun- 
shine, and added comfort, since the hotels 
are less crowded during those months than 
in the later holiday months. The plea is 
sound, and, we think, ought to be con- 
sidered. Now that the Free State’s tourist 
industry has been put, so to speak, on its 
legs, there are many reasons why hotel- 
keepers and transport agencies should try 
to extend the season. The country is pro- 
vided passably well with hotels, but not so 
well that certain districts do not experience 
the discomfort of overcrowding during the 
popular months of July and August. 
During those months, admittedly, bathing 
is at its best, but in almost every other 
respect May and June, September and 
October are equally delightful. The prin- 
ciple, indeed, might be extended with 
advantage. How many hotels, even in the 
warm districts of Munster, make a 
deliberate effort to cater for the winter 
visitor, who brings so much revenue to 
the resorts on the southern shores of 
England? We think that the amenities of 
these regions ought to receive a great deal 
more advertisement than they enjoy at 
present. It is not enough that the 
*geography books should expatiate on the 
excellence of the southern counties for 
winter sojourns; the intending tourist does 
not read the geography books. Some of 
the best hotels in these districts close 
entirely for the winter ; others are content 
to let their facilities decline. Is it not 
time that a widespread advertising 
campaign should be initiated for the 
attraction of ‘‘ out-of-season ’’ visitors, and 
that the hotels should ensure themselves 
fit to cope with the trade?

LONDON LETTER 


MR. EDEN’S SPEECH 
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59 FLEET STREET, LONDON,

ys the House of Commons this afternoon, 

Mr. Eden said that the Government, 
notwithstanding the German repudiation 
of the Locarno Treaty, would regard itself 
as in honour bound to come to the help 
of France or Belgium if attacked. As 
Germany declares that she has no intention 
of attacking, the prospect appears to be 
that anything in the way of hostilities will 
be averted if calmness prevails. Members 
of the House of Commons were inclined to 
take a hopeful view of the situation after 
the speech, and there was satisfaction that 
the Satie Secretary had stated that the 
new proposals of the German Government 
are to be examined carefully. 


The Debate on Armaments 


Mr. Eden had a great audience for his 
s h, and every seat on the floor of the 
Nan was occupied. Most of those present 
to listen to Mr. Eden remained to hear the 
Prime Minister open the debate on arma- 
ments with a speech of carefully studied 
moderation. He was listened to with 
almost as much attention as Mr. Eden, and 
it was obvious that his statement had a 
great effect on the Labour Party. Con- 
servatives were unreservedly enthusiastic 
about the speech, and several members in 
the Lobby expressed their profound satis. 
faction that so many of our defence 
deficiencies were to be made good as soon 
as possible. 


Troops in the Rhineland 


It is understood that the denunciation 
of the Locarno Treaty by Herr Hitler did 
not come altogether as a surprise to the 
British Government, but the news of the 
marching of troops into the Rhineland was 
most unexpected. It had been thought 
that Herr Hitler would make a gesture. 
but that it would be confined to words until 
negotiations had been entered upon with 
the other Powers. This is rather sur- 
prising, in view of the fact that Herr 
Hitler in the past has lost no time in 
carrying his words into effect. The new 
German army and the extraordinary 
development in the Air Force remain as 
monuments to Herr Hitler’s power to 
change speech into immediate action. 


Italy’s Attitude 


The meeting to take place in Paris 
to-morrow, when the representatives of the 
signatories of the Locarno Treaty wil! 
assemble for preliminary discussions, may 
help to show the attitude of the Italian 
Government. It has been noted that the 
Italian Ambassador in Berlin took no part 
in the joint protest of the other Locarno 
Powers, nor did he, like other diplomatic 
representatives, stay «way from the meet- 
ing of the Reichstag when Herr Hitler 
made his famous pronouncement. It- is 
thought that Signor Mussolini is waiting 
on the course of circumstances, particu- 
larly in view of the possibility of securing 
for Italy a satisfactory settlement of the 
Abyssinian war. It may be assumed that 
France, never very keen about sanctions, 
will certainly not struggle to secure their 
further enforcement against Italy in the 
future, and in all probability the French 
Government will come to the decision that 
continuance of sanctions may endanger 
Franco-Italian co-operation, which is an 
almost vital necessity to France at the 
present time. 


A German Visitor 


The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
who has arrived from Berlin during the 
week-end, is expected to play an important 
part behind the scenes in international 
affairs in the course of the next few 
months. The Duke is peculiarly wel! 
qualified to act as a liaison officer between 
German and British public opinion, and 
it is probable that this may his task. 
By birth and education English, he is by 
domicile and position German. He was 
born in England, and is a son of the Duke 
of Albany and a grandson of Queen 
Victoria. In 1900 he succeeded the late 
Duke of Edinburgh as Duke of Saxe 
Coburg, and since then has resided in 
Germany. He was the first German 
Prince to join the Nazi Party, and in the 
funeral procession of King George he 
appeared in the Nazi uniform. A cousin 
of the King, the Duke is also 
related to the Belgian, Bulgarian, Russian, 
Rumanian and Swedish Royal ‘Families.

Mr. Anthony Eden—The answer is a 
long one, but I feel sure the House would 
wish for the fullest possible information. 
(Cheers.) On March 6th I asked the 
German Ambassador to come and see me 
at the Foreign Office, and I made to him 
a proposal which His Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Berlin had made to the 
German Chancellor on December 13th 
last, that the Powers signatory to the 
Treaty of Locarno should proceed with 
the negotiation of an air pact. 

The House will recall that such a pact 
was first suggested during the course of 
the Anglo-irench conversations held in 
London in February, 1935. On this occa- 
sion I reminded His Excellency of the 
hopes which Hitler himself had expressed 
for the betterment of international rela- 
tions in Western Europe, and I told him 
that it seemed to me the time had now 
come when a real effort must be made to 
translate these hopes into facts, and to 
attempt to achieve a real improvement in 


the relations of the United Kingdom, 
France and Germany. 


SUGGESTED AIR PACT 


I pointed out to the Ambassador that 
an air pact touched what was in some 
respects a point of junction—and a sensi- 
tive point of junction—in the relations of 
the three great Western Powers. His 
Majesty’s Government consider that the 
conclusion of such a pact would constitute 
a stabilising element in our relation in the 
West. I should not feel that it was impos.

DENUNCIATION AND 
PROPOSALS 


The German Ambassador came to see me 
on the morning of March 7, and informed 
me that he had a communication of very 
great importance to make. He then 
handed to me a Memorandum of which he 
read a translation. An English text of 
this Memorandum is~now available in the 
Vote Office. I do not, therefore, propose 
to give the House a full account of this 
Memorandum, but I should like to draw 
attention to certain salient points in it. 

The Memorandum falls into two parts. 
In the first part the German Government

Firstly—That a demilitarised zone 
should be created on both sides of the 
Franco-German and _ Belgian 
frontier.

UNILATERAL ACTION 
REGRETTED 


On receiving this communication from 
the German Ambassador, I told His Excel- 
lency that he could not expect me to make 
any detailed observation on a document ot 
this importance until I had had an oppor- 
tunity to study it and to consult my 
colleagues on the situation which it 
created. At the same time I told His 
Excellency that there was one observation 
which I must make at once—that I 
deeply regretted the information which 
the Ambassador had given me about the 
action which the German Government was 
taking in respect of the demilitarised zone 
—(hear, hear)—and that the Ambassador 
would appreciate that this amounted to 
the unilateral repudiation of a treaty 
freely negotiated and freely signed.

IMMEDIATE STEPS 


LEAGUE COUNCIL TO BE 
SUMMONED 


Before passing on to observations of a 
more general nature, it may be well for me 
to inform the House of the steps which 
are to be taken in the immediate future. 

The French and Belgian Governments, 
with the full knowledge and agreement of 
His Majesty's Government, have aske’l 
that the Council of the League of Nations 
might be summoned as soon as possibly 
to consider tne ‘situation. I must em- 
phasise that the Council of the League is 
the proper body for this purpose. The 
Council will, it is understood, meet on 
Friday next, and no decision can, of 
course, be reached in advance of that 
meeting. (Hear, hear.) But a» exchange 
of views will take place in Paris to- 
morrow (Tuesday) between representatives 
of the four Locarno Powers other than 
Germany, and these conversations will be 
resumed at Geneva on the following day. 
His Majesty's Government will be repre- 
sented at these conversations by the Lord 
Privy Seal (Viscount Halifax) and myself. 


BRITISH APPROACH TO THE 
PROBLEM 


I have now given the House an account 
of these conditions, together with some 
comments. I have also given the House 
such details as are in my possession of 
the procedure to be followed in the 
ró “gus future. But hon. members will, 
no doubt, expect to receive some immediate 
indication of the ideas and intentions with 
which the representatives of His Majesty s 
Government must approach, at Geneva, a 
problem the development of which is as 
yet, in some important respects, obscure. 
It is clearly desirable to do this, for no 
one cun fail to realise the stabilising force 
of a clear-sighted and united British 
nation in the affairs of Europe at this 
juncture. —(Hear, hear.) 

Let us not delude ourselves. The course 
taken by the German Government in 
unilaterally repudiating the obligations 
into which they have freely entered, and 
in aig wr qpadcee | acting as if they do not 
exist, both complicates and aggravates the 
international situation.

PARIS, Monday. 
HOSE French troops farthest from the 
fi frontier in the north and east have been 
moving to-day towards their fixed posts, 
i.e., quarters in the fortified line. These 
troops are of the Sixth, Seventh and 
Twentieth Districts, the headquarters of which 
are respectively Metz, Besancon, and Nancy. 

The movements of the troops are being 
carried out with som secrecy, and it is 
almost certain that during the past few days 
they have not been at their headquarters. 

The Sixth Moroccan Rifles have left the 
Rhone Valley for Montmedy, near the 
southern end of the Franco-Belgian frontier, 
where they were garrisoned last year. 

The specially trained forces, who are 
normally in barracks a few miles away, have 
now taken up their positions in the forts of 
the famous Maginot line. Troops not in the 
forts are confined to barracks. 

It is estimated that about half the normal 
French home force of 300,000 men are within 
easy distance of the Rhine.

ROSSLAPE HARBOUR, Monday. 

INCE three o'clock this evening the 

Rosslare harbour motor lifeboat has 
been standing by the steamship, 
W exfordian, miles north-east of 
Rosslare Lighthouse. 

Mr. V. Stafford, managing director of 
the Wexford Steamship Company, the 
owners of the ship, went out to the wreck 
to-day. 

The men, who were rescued last night, 
are being looked after at Rosslare harbour 
by the Shipwrecked Mariners’ Association. 

The three-masted schooner Crest still 
is ashore. 

At 7.30 to-night the Rosslare harbour 
lifeboat returned to her base. 

Captain Peter McGrath, Mr. Michael 
Moran, chief cfhcer; Mr. J. Kelly, chief 
engineer; and Mr. J. Harpur, the Wex- 
ford pilot, were taken off in the lifeboat, 
having decided that further attempts to 
save the ship would be useiess. They 
were taken to Wexford bv motor car. 

After the return of the lifeboat Coxswain 
Wickham said that there were 24 feet of 
water in the Wexfordian’s engine-room, 
and that also there was a quantity of 
water in her holds. About 220 tons of 
coal remain on board, the rest having been 
jettisoned. 

At high tide the vessel floats fore and 
aft, but she is firmly caught amidships. 

Commander Keves, Liverpool, repre- 
senting the underwriters, visited the wreck 
to-day, and said that he thought that the 
ship might break off in the middle. The 
cables and lines to her anchors have been 
slipped, as they were obstructing the 
passage over Wexford bar.

Dr. Prendiville, M.D., Brosna, said that 
he was called to the house about 11 o’clock 
on Sunday morning to see William and 
Maurice, and saw the dead body of Ellen 
at the same time. He tound both men 
tired and emaciated. Thev were fully 
dressed and sitting by the fire. Though 
they did not seem so seriously ill as to 
make witness expect their deaths in so 
short a time. he thought it better to 
recommend the sending of them. to 
hospital. They suffered from influenza 
and pneumonia, and he considered this 
the probable cause of death. 

Dr. Buckley, Listowel, gave evidence as 
to the results of a post-mortem, and sug- 
gested that the State pathologist be con- 
sulted as to the condition of the organs.

THE NAVY'S BURDEN 


Since this country was still the greatest 
naval Power in Europe it was inevitable 
that in the working out of collective 
security, whether it meant only sanctions, 
or whether it meant war, a heavy burden 
must fall on the Navy of this country. 
That part of the price the people of this 
country would be prepared to pay in the 
effort to secure collective security. 

He warned other countries not to mis- 
take our efforts for peace, and construe 
them into a sign of weakness. To do so 
would be completely to misread the British 
character. Neither the British Govern- 
ment nor the British public would be in- 
timidated by threats from whatever quarter 
they came.

FLEXIBLE PROPOSALS 


It had been said that the White Paper

But they must keep the position 
flexible, leaving whatever Government 
were in power free to modify plans accord- 
ing as the international situation might 
change, either for worse or for better. 
The proposals were not a rigid, but a 
flexible, programme, subj:ct to variation 
according to future circumstances. It 
was, therefore, not possible to say at this 
moment what would be required, or what 
would be spent in future years, still less 
what the total cost might ultimately prove 
to be. 

If the House approved the general lines 
of the Government's proposals, every item 
of expenditure on new developments would 
have to receive Parliamentary approval 
when the estimates were brought before 
the House ; for the most important matter 
in connection with these proposals related 
to the subject of supplies. 


SOURCES OF SUPPLY 


There were a large number of firms from 
which stores and equipment of all kinds 
could be obtained. Sir Arthur Robinson 
had been appointed full-time Chairman of 
the Sunpply Board of the Committee of 
Imperial Defence. The immediately con- 
temporary problem to which they had to 
ee 4 their minds was that of individual 
production. The expansion of output was 
an immediate necessity. Government 
factories would need expansion for the 
supply of specialised products, and normal 
Government contractors would be asked 
to increase their output. These sources, 
however, were insufficient to meet the 
present need of the Services for reserves of 
stores and equipment. Equally important 
was the need for some reserve of industry 
which could be the basis of any further 
expansion in time of emergency. 

in making these demands on industry 
the Government would endeavour to 
reduce to a minimum interference with 
the normal course of trade. The Govern- 
ment’s method was to develop existing 
institutions to meet the new circumstances, 
and it was a matter that would have to be 
looked into in the light of further experi- 
ence as to whether it would be necessary 
on the supply side to have any further 
Ministerial strength. The Government 
were proceeding in the confidence that 
thoy would have the good-will of industry. 
Their plans assumed contact and collabora- 
tion kW Government departments 
and industry. They felt sure that they 
could rely on the co-operation of industry 
to perform national services without 
the making of undue profits. They 
counted on good-will to an extent 
that was not always available to a 
dictator, and they believed they would 
secure it. 


NO INJURY TO TRADE 
UNIONS 


He wished to dispose at once of the 
suggestion that the Government had in 
mind some injury to trade union 
standards. Such a suggestion was com: 
pletely wide of the mark. 

The defence programme would provide 
for a. long period a great amount ol 
additional work for engineering, ship- 
building, the iron and steel trade, and 
other important industries. Some of these 
trades were now doing well, and the result 
was a temporary shortage of various 
classes of skilled operatives, and, as the 
defence scheme went on, the problem 
would certainly arise of the supply of the 
particular kind of skilled labour required 
at various points. He thought that this 
was a problem that should be settled by 
the industries themselves. With good- 
will he did not see why the programme 
should not be carried through without any 
grave dislocation of industrial economy 
and without any menace to organised 
labour or trade union standards. 

There never could be permanent peace 
in Europe so long as secular suspicion 
existed between France and Germany. The 
reasons for that suspicion went far back 
into history. With the French desire for 
security and the German desire for 
equality, our best hopes had been blighted 
time after time. But none of these old 
historical feelings touched us. We had 
our own difficulties and problems in 
Europe. We had to keep calm and keep 
our heads, and continue to strive to bring 
France and Germnay together in friend- 
ship with ourselves. The only -hope lay 
in the achievement of this tripartite 
friendship, and until it came there would 
be, in greater or less degree, times of 
trouble and crisis in Europe. It was, 
least of all, at such a time that this 
country should choose to be weak. 
(Cheers. )

GAP IN MR. EDEN'S

GENEVA MAY MAKE 


DEMAND 


GENEVA, Monday. 

Mr. Eden's condemnation of Germany’s 
action was welcomed in Geneva. There was 
also much satisfaction at his reaffirmation of 
the Locarno Treaty, but the passage that 
aroused most interest and speculation was his 
statement that Germany’s action could neither 
be condoned nor excused. 

It is pointed out that when the Council 
meets it cannot consider, even if it wanted to 
do so, the German offers. These are 
matters for the signatories of the Locarno 
Treaty, The Council is convened to pro- 
nounce upon the German violation of Article 
43 of the Treaty of Versailles and Article 1 
of the Treaty of Locarno. 

It is argued in Geneva that the only course 
x ag to it is to demand the withdrawal of 
the German troops and to consider the con- 
sequences. 

There is a belief in Geneva that Hitler had 
heen in consultation with Mussolini regarding 
the question of the denunciation of o 
Pact, but eventually the Fuehrer decided to 
go to extremes by occupying the Rhineland 
without consulting the Duce.

COLONEL T. F. MacNEEOE 


The death was announced yesterday of 
Colonel Thomas Frederick Maire, of 
Castlecary, County Donegal, a former High 
Sheriff of the County. 

Colonel MacNeece, who was born in 1857, 
was the second son of the Rev. James 
MacNeece, Rector of Clonfeacle, Cuounty 
Tyrone. He took his medical degree at 
Edinburgh in 1878, and entered the Army 
with the Royal Army Medical Corps. Six 
teen years of his Army service were spent 
in India. He took part in the Omdurman 
campaign in 1899. e retired in 191], but 
on the outbreak of the Great War, and at 
the age ot 57, he joined up and became 
principal medical officer of the Eastern Com- 
mand.

Douglas MacNeece, M.C., was killed at the 
Sontme while commanding his battery, hav- 
ing previously won the M.C. in the earlier 
stages of the war.

DOCTOR GOERTZ 
SENTENCED 


FOUR YEARS’ 
PENAL SERVITUDE

ENTENCE of four years’ penal servisl 
tude was passed at, the Old Bailey, 
London, yesterday on Dr, Hermann 
'Goertx (45), a German lawyer-novelist, 
who was found guilty on two counts of 
espionage, 

e heard his sentence without emotion. 
His li moved almost as if he said 
% Thank you,” and then, giving one swift 
glance around the silent Court, he turned 
quickly on his heels and marched like a 
soldier to the cells below. 

When his evidence and cross-examina- 
tion concluded he had been in the witness 
box for seven hours, and he had been sub- 
jected to a gruelling cross-examination by 
counsel for the Crown. 

The jury were absent fifty-five minutes. 

When Dr. Goertz was brought from the 
célle to hear their verdict he walked erect 
like a Prussian officer. He squared his 
shoulders, and stood with his hands folded 
in front of him, 

The foreman announced that they had 
found him guilty on both counts. These 
were: Of making a sketch plan or note 
of Manston Royal Air Force Station, 
calculated to be useful to an enemy; and 
conspiring with Marianne Emig, described 
as his articled pupil, aged 19, to commit 
offences against the Official Secrets Acts, 
1911 and 1920. 

Asked by the clerk if he had anything to 
say why sentence should not be passed. Dr. 
Goertz snapped out in a loud voice, ‘* No.” 
That was the only syllable which escaped 
from his lips. 

Mr. Justice Greaves Lord, passing 
sentence, said: “ One realises that there 
are, of course, different points of view, but 
that this offence is one which must be 
dealt with seriously by any country is, of 
course, well known, and well known to 
anyone who takes part in such an act. 

“Therefore, I can do yo other than 
mark one’s sense of the seriousness of the 
offence, and I think, in all the circum- 
stances, the least sentence I can pass is 
that you be kept in penal servitude for 
a term of four years.”

THE BRITISH 
ATTITUDE 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
observes:—Any uncertainty which may 
have existed as to the attitude of the 
British Government towards the crisis 
provoked by Herr Hitler must have been 
dispelled by Mr. Eden’s admirable state- 
ment in the House of Commons yesterday. 
The one-sided repudiation of obligations 
freely assumed by the German Govern- 
ment, he said, at once has both compli- 
cated and aggravated the international 
situation. Moreover, the abrogation of 
the Locarno Treaty and the occupation of 
the cemilitarised zone have profoundly 
shaken confidence in any future engage- 
ment into which the German Government 
may enter. He noted the pacific assur- 
ances of the German Memorandum and 
the offer to negotiate pacts of non-aggres- 
sion with France and Belgium, He was 
thankful to say that he saw no reason to 
suppose that the German action implied 
any threat of hostilities; but the British 
Government thought it necessary to say 
plainly that, should there be any actual 
attack upon France or Belgium, they 
would regard themselves as bound in 
honour to come to the assistance of the 
country. attacked, as provided in the 
Treaty which Germany has repudiated. 
This unambiguous assurance should have 
its effect in allaying the fears that have 
been excited, and in promoting a dispas- 
sionate examination of the new situation. 

If Mr. Eden’s statement had ended 
there, adds The Times, it would have been 
an incomplete statement of the British 
attitude. He rightly went on to show 
that the Government are not concerned 
only with the past and the present, but 
have to consider the future also. It is not 
enough to reprobate and deplore the 
action of Germany in destroying what 
has hitherto served as one of the 
main pillars of European peace. The 
edifice must be repaired and strengthened 
—must, indeed, be re-built. It is in that 
spirit, said Mr, Eden, that the Govern- 
ment would approach the new proposals 
made by the German Chancellor, ex- 
amining them clear-sightedly and objec- 
tively, with a view to finding out to 
what extent they represent the means by 
which the shaken structure of peace can 
again be strengthened. In pursuing this 
dual objective the Government will have 
the full support of public opinion. No 
one in England condones or excuses the 
sudden, but deliberate, blow which Ger- 
many has struck at the sanctity of 
treaties. There are circumstances in the 
present case, as is clear from Mr. Fden’s 
careful narrative, which make the offence 
particularly objectionable. 

Except for a small sprinkling of isola- 
tionists, all parties in this country stand 


for the rule of law and the -faithful ob- 
servance of international obligations. But 
most of us are convinced ios that, as 
‘Mr. Eden ae it, in the present grave 
condition of international affairs no op- 
portunity must be missed which offers 
any hope of amelioration. Whether there 
is any such hope in the proposals now pat 
forward in the German memorandum can 
only be determined when they have been 
examined closely. The task is made diffi- 
enlt by the fact that at the very moment 
of suggesting negotiations for fresh agree- 
ments Germany has torn up an existing 
agreement to which she had freely sub- 
acribed, and which she had repeatedly re- 
affirmed. It is hard to see what assur- 
ance she can now give which can be ac- 
cepted as a guarantee of good faith.

Irish Tunes the Poultry Correspendent 

says :'— 

The skilled doctor might prefer to treat the 
birds individually. his would entail 
removing the worms from the windpipe 
by means of a feather from the wing of 
a fowl, which has been stripped of the 
web to within an inch of the top. Moisten 
the feather with oil of cloves or sweet 


oil mixed with a few tan of turpen- 
tine. Hold the bird in the left hand cok 
open its mouth. Insert the tip of the 
feather at the opening to the AR 
and twist it round several times 
withdrawal one or more worms will prob- 
ably be found adhering to the feather, 

and if all are not removed in this manner 
heir hold will be loosened and they will 
be coughed up later. Caution should be 
exercised during this operation, else the 
birds may be suffocated or the tender 
windpipe injured. Carefully done, it is, 
perhaps, the surest method of dislodging 
the unwelcome parasite; but, of course, 
with a large flock it would be very 
tedious. inally, if you would have 
healthy youn binds provide clean houses 
and surroundings, dry runs, pure drink- 
ing water and. pure soil, and you will 
have no reason fear the onslaught of 
gapes or that of any other disease.
